On the I4th September, 1979 serious riots broke out in 
the walled city of Delhi. On receipt of information Shri 
T.R. Kakkar Deputy Commissioner of Police, rushed to the 
place of incident with his office sentry’s rifle. On reachinc 
the place of incident he was impeded by angry mobs. He 
tried to reason out with the people but it did not have any 
effect. He was attacked and hit by sticks by the infuriated 
mob. Street lights had been cut off and the entire area was 
in complete darkness. The rioters had placed road blocks 
making it impossible for the Police to advance. There was 
considerable chaos all around. Bricks, stones and incendie- 
ries were being pelted incossently. Shri Kakkar was hit in 
the face and his nose started bleeding profreacly. he was 
physically lifted by the rioters and thrown on the ground. 
Attempts were also made to snatch away his rifle. In 
disregard of risk to his life Shri Kakkar fired a few calcula- 
ted shots with his rifle and dispersed the crowd. 

On receiving the information about the incident Shri 
Hari Dev Assi.stant Commissioner of Poicce also rushed 
to the area and approached Jama Masjid via Chowk Mathi 
Khana and Paiwalan. He placed himself between the two 
warring communal groups who were armed with sticks, 
iron rod, etc. and by oiicning controlled fire he disengaged 
the two groups Thereafter he proceeded a little further but 
was attacked with barrage of stones, soda water bottles and 
other missiles. He suffered injuries on his chest, abdomen 
and on his thigh by brickbats but in disregard of the injuries 
he dispursed Ihc mob and also helped the. Deputy Conimis- 
sioncr of Police in dispersing the riotous mob near Matin 
Mahal. 

In this action Shri T.R. Kakkar and Shri Hari Dev exhi- 
bited conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty 
of a high order.

On the 30th January. 1980 at about 11.30 A.M. a sensa- 
tional double murder was committed in the Collectorate 
compound of Gorakhpur city in which Shri Suresh Tiwari 
advocate and his brother Shri Mohan Tiwari were shot 
dead by 15 armed assailants in broad day light. The 
Assailants also took away the licensed rifle of Shri Mohan 
Tiwari. Shri A. B. Chaturvedi who at that time happened 
to be working in the Police Office heard the sounds of gun 
fire. He also saw two armed persons running away from 
the scene of occurrence. There was great panic and terror 
in the court premises. Shri Chaturvedi collected a few 
Policemen from his peshi staff and drove in his jeep towards 
the southern exit of the Kutchchry, where ho saw armed 
persons firing and boarding a jeep and driving away behind 
two cars which were also occupied by aimed persons. Thou^i 
Shri Chaturvedi and his staff were unarmed, they gave a hot 
chase to the assailants and managed to isolate the jeep from 
the other two cars. The occupants of the jeep got down 
and started nmning in a street. Shri Chaturvedi who was 
attired in mufti ran after the culprits alongwith his men. 
One of the culprits who had a DBBL gun took aim at 
Shri Chaturvedi hut Shri Chaturvedi remained undeterred 
and continued the chase. The culprit suddenly turned ro- 
und and fired one shot towards Shri Chaturvedi but ho 
ducked to save hinaseif. Shri Chaturvedi then in disregard 
of his personal safety flung hinasolf at the assailant and 
struck hard at his gun with a bamboo piece that he had 
found nearby. He also caught hold of the assailant’s^ gun 
with the help of a Constable and overpowered the assailant.

On the loth May, 1980, Security Guard Shri P. Masi 
during his round noticed a miscreant in the shed of Calcutta 
Port Trust. He chased the miscreant and raised an alarm by 
blowing the whistle. When he reached the perimeter wall, 
he saw 8 to 10 more miscreants gathered near the wall who 
were armed with daggers and other lethal weapons. They 
threatened Shri Masi with dire consequences in case he 
approached them and also started throwing stones and brick- 
bats at him. In disrcg.ard of his personal safety and in the 
face of heavy brick-bats Shri Masi charged the miscreants 
and grappled with them. He apprehended one of the mis- 
creants. However, under the cover of darkness two mis- 
creants stabbed him in the abdomen and on his head. After 
inflicting injuries the miscreants escaped through the peri- 
meter wall. Shri Masi who was bleeding profusely was 
helped by his colleague and taken to hospital.

On the bth January, 1980, while on election duty Shri 
Marellal Venkateswara Reddy, Inspector of Police, received 
information at 12 noon that tension was mounting near Zilla 
Parishad High School Polling Centre ih Vuyyur between tho 
supporters of two political parties. Shri R^dy rushed to 
the spot with one section of striking force and tactfully 
brought the situation under control. At about 4-15 p.m. on 
hearing the news about the election of the candidates belon- 
ging to their partv the supporters of a political party raised 
victory slogans. They also abused the local sitting MLA. 
This was objected to by the followers of the MLA. This led 
to a clash between the supporters of the two political parties. 
The supporters of both the parties seized cart pegs from a 
convoy of empty sugar-cane carts which were going ou the 
road proceeded towards each other. Shri Reddy with a mea- 
gre force of one sub-Tnspector and one section of the A.P.S.P, 
mshed to the place of incident and ‘placed himself between 
the two warring groups in order to prevent them from com- 
ing to a clash. Some among! the supporters of the two politi- 
cdJ parties attacked each other as a result of which three per- 
sons on each side received injuries. Both the parties resorted to 
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heavy stone throwing. The lives of the Police party were at 
stake. Shri Reddy ordered lathi charge but it proved ineffe- 
ctive. Shri Reddy, however, remained undeterred and inter- 
vened between the two rival groups and received an injury on 
hia right fore-arm. To scare the mob he ordered to fire five 
rounds into the air and this had the effect on the mob which 
dispersed.
